in the current political phase called 
Hitlerism. 
They prove that there 
is no sustained resistance to the 
Nasi program in that place where 
it reasonably could be expected tj 
appear—the Christian church. 
Arrival at an agreement between 
the Vatican and Nazi leadership 
was surprising, 
in 
view 
of 
the 
Homan Catholic church's opposition 
to 
National 
Socialism 
on 
both 
dogmatic and ethical grounds lor 
the last few years. 
However, Sun­ 
day's collapse of Protestant resist­ 
ance ahowed 
why the Christian 
church is withdrawing 
from 
the 
political field. 
Plainly, it does not possess thi 
strength to maintain a position op­ 
posed to Nazi rule. 
If that Judg­ 
ment appear to arbitrary, ft may be 
tempered somewhat by saying that 
the communicants of both branches 
of the Christian church lack the 
will to stand in opposition. Appar­ 
ently, they are committed to sup­ 
port of Germany's new dial no less 
wholeheartedly than the majority 
of Americans 
are 
committed 
to 
their own new deal. 
Further

made, without offense to American 
opinion. The Roosevelt administra­ 
tion lias not disgraced Itself in the

Moreover, conditions in 
the United States have not made 
necessary the almost hysterical dis­ 
play of force by which Adoli Hilier 
has gained prestige. 
From the standpoint of popula­ 
tions striving to gam recovery un­ 
der strong leadership, however, re­ 
semblance cannot be denied There 
is every reason to believe that from 
the German point of view complete 
cooperation with Chancellor Hitler 
and the Nazi party appears fully as 
essential as cooperation with Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt and the Democratic 
party appears to

In 
both countries stirring times and 
common recognition of a vital nee; 
for cooperative action have brought

cohesion under political leadershii 
Temperate thinking does not penny 
too great condemnation of the Gci- 
man people for striving to do h 
their way exactly the same thing 
that Americans are striving to d< 
in their w’ay.
